Chinese Prince Going to England. 

Tt is reported (says the W.-C. Daily 
Nerrs) that Princo Su, o descendant of one 
of the eight ‘iron-capped * princely fornilies 
which followed the first Empire of the 
present Manchu dynasty, Shun Chih, into 
China, and assisted in the conquest of tha 
Empire from the Chinese Ming dynasty, 
has been chosen by edict to go to Groat 
Britain next year to represent the Emporor 
at the Coronation of King Edward VII.. It 
is also stated that Prince Su’s first intention 
was to go abroad for a tour of pleasure and 
instruction, visiting the United States also. 
Subsequently, it being understood that the 
British Government would be pleased to 
have a Prince of the Empire to represent 
China at King Edward’s coronation, it was 
decided that Prinee Su should. do so ‘in 
conjuuction with his tour in Europe, the 
period of his stay abroad being limited to 
eight months, The Prince is between 
thirty-five and forty years of age and, it is 
said, studied English in 1898 fora while 
with Rev. Timothy Richard in Poking.
